The decision further states that 
testimony ahowa that the neat S3 
pen cent of all customers of all gaa 
conpaniea do not pay enough for ser- 
rice to reimburse the companies and 
yield them a fair, return upon their 
Investment 

The remaining 2» per cent of all 
gas consumers thi-oughout tbe I'nlt- 
ed States, says Ibe Court, pay enough 
lo rtlmlmrse the company fully for 
the service rendered, plus a fair re- 
turn upon that part of the company's 
capital neceaaarlly Inreated for the 
beneOt of Ihla class of ctfstomers. 
This group, aays the Court, also 
usually pays in addition aome part of 
the defli-ll created by tbe other two 
classes, but only in some Instaocea 
enouKb to make up the entire deBcll, 
plus a fair return to Ibe gaa company 
upon its entire necessary invested 
capital.
